Mount Vesuvius was becoming calm 
was dissipated during the day when 
the volcano became more active than 
ever. 


The panic has spread to Naples. Two 
strong earthquake shocks, which shat­ 
tered windows and cracked the walls 
of buildings, were experienced during 
the day. The entire population rushed 
to the streets in terror, many persons 
crying, “the Madonna has forsaken us; 
the end of the world has come.” 
No trace remains of Roscotrecase, a 
commune on the southern declivity of 
tile mountain, and Torre Annunziata, 
on the shores of tile 
gulf of Naples, 
one mile to the southward, is almost 
surrounded by the invading lava and 
has been evacuated 
By its 30,000 in­ 
habitants. 
The people were brought 


lo Naples by train, street cars, mili­ 
tary 
carts and 
steamships. 
Similar 
means of transportation are being em ­ 
ployed to bring away the people from 
Torre del Greco. 
The police and car­ 
bineers are guarding the abandoned 
houses, and several members of the 
government also are there. 
A telegram received from tile mayor

elivity of Veseuvius, says the lava is 
approaching rapidly and that the peo­ 
ple 
are terror stricken.

TO SMELT ORE 
BY ELECTRICITY 


Canadian Government has Dem­ 


onstrated the 
Commercial 


Success of Process 


WATER POWER IS AVAILABLE 


This Process would he of Inesti­ 


mable Value to Mines on 


The Cuyniia Ran^e 


Tho greatest obstacle to the speedy 
development of the Cuyuna range lins 
always been considered its distance from 
available fuel deposits, thus compelling 
the transportation of the ort.* to gloat 
distances and at freight rates that pro­ 
hibit 
the use of low grade ores. 
For some time tho Canadian govern­ 
ment has been making extensive tests 
of tho new processes of smelting by 
electricity arid reports come from Sault 
Ste. Marie that they have solved the 
problem not only from a sceintitlc but 
from a 
commercial standpoint. The 
Minneapolis Journal contains a long 
communication from Sault Ste. Marie 
concerning the matter some portions of 
which ore of vital interest to all inter­ 
ested in the iron industry in Crow Wing 
county. The report says: 
“The experiments conducted here by 
the Dominion government having dem­ 
onstrated the feasibility of commercial­ 
ly engaging in tho manufacture of pig 
iron by tho electric process, it remains 
only for capital to establish tho inde­ 
pendence of the industry in Canada. It 
has been proved that vast deposits of 
ore, hitherto considered valueless, be­ 
cause of their high sulphur content, 
can be profitably utilized by the use of 
the water power so abundant in Ontario 
anil Quebec. 
“The distribution of the raw materials 
in Canada is peculiar and unfortunate 
in tho respect that the deposits of ore 
and coking coal are so widely separated 
as to make tho transportation of either 
one commodity to the other unprofit­ 
able. 
Hence, impressed with the dis­ 
ability under which the nation rested, 
it became tho task of 
Dr. Eugene 
Haanel, Dominion superintendent of 
mines, to find some other method of 
smelting iron ore, or some other source 
of energy than the comfustion of car 
bon in blast furnaces. 
The electric pro­ 
cess has been profitably employed in 
Europe, especially in France, and it was 
turned to as the solution. 
These points 
wero to bo settled: 
Could magnetic, 
Canada's chief ore, and which to some 
extent is a conductor of electricity, bo 
successfully smelted? 
Could oro high 
in sulphur be made into pig iron of 
marketable composition? 
Could char­ 
coal be substitued for coke, which must 
be imported? 
And lastly, what was the 
exact amount of electric energy requir 
ed per ton of pig iron produced? 
“ To investigate properly these prob­ 
lems, a sum was set aside by the gov­ 
ernment and the work was undertaken 
by Dr. Heroult of La Praz, France. The 
Lake Superior Power company of Sault 
Ste. Marie offered a building in which 
to erect the plant and also the necessary 
electrical power, free of expense for 
four months. Tho proposition was ac­ 
cepted, and tho exerimontation began 
in earnest the middle of February. The 
demonstration was successful, so much 
so, in fact, that after 150 casts had been 
made, yielding about fifty-five tons of 
pig iron, it was considered unnecessary 
to make further tests and experiments 
wore closed after only a portion of the 
appropriation had been expended. Tho 
ores first employed wero hematites, and 
for the remainder of the experiments 
magnetics from the different sources of 
supply, all with one exception high in 
sulphur content. 
“The tests showed that magnetic ores 
could be smelted with as much facility 
as hematites, and also that the use of 


charcoal gave the best of satisfaction. 
It was determined that the very best 
of pig iron could be made from ores 
containing as high as I per cent of sui 
phur when in blast furnace practice 
ores running as low as one tenth of I 
per cent sulphur are avoided. 
“ Under the prevailing conditions in 
Canada, it now only remains for the 
engineer to design a plant on a com­ 
mercial scale, say of IOO to 150 tons 
daily output, with all the necessary 
labor saving appliances. 
Further econ­ 
omy will come with experience, it is 
argued, and it is not at all unlikely that 
the day is not far distant when tho car 
bon monoxide, which is of high calorific 
value, aud which at present, as a pro 
duct of tho re-action taking place in the 
furnace, is allowed to escape without 
utilization, will be employed to increase 
the output by at least a third or a half 
If that should take place, Dr. Haanel 
contends, the blast furnace could not 
compete with the electrical plant even 
under conditions whore coke might tie 
cheaper than at present quoted in On­ 
tario and Quebec.” 
W ith the vast amount of undeveloped 
water power in northern Minnesota it 
would certainly seem that this method 
of smelting would bo the making of tho 
iron ranges of Minnesota. 
The increas­ 
ing use of electricity along all lines 
makes the commercial feasibility seem 
probable where twenty years ago the 
scheme 
would 
have 
outrivaled the 
widest Hight of iinmagination of Jules 
Verne.

ment with the government to carry 
immigrants from New York to their 
destination offered a reasonable com­ 
promise. the erection of separate im­ 
migrant terminals by each road carry­ 
ing immigrants. 
‘‘The representatives presented rea­ 
sonable objections to a general termi­ 
nal,” Commissioner Watehorn told a 
reporter, ‘‘and agreed to erect terminal 
stations for the exclusive use of the 
Immigrant, 
That’s just what w e w ant­ 
ed. 
If they do this -and they have giv­ 
en me their word that they will—the 
immigrants will 
he away 
from the 
hands of Hie hind shark and reaeli 
their destination 
with sound bodies 
and purses.” 
Under the present system complaints 
reach the commissioner's office of the 
long delay of immigrants iii reaching 
their destination. 
Not infrequently Lie 
unsuspecting aliens fall into the hands 
of thieves and confidence men after 
they leave the island or are forced to 
stay in lodging houses haunted by the 
lowest criminals because of the few ­ 
ness of immigrant trains. 
Several hu­ 
mane reforms have already been made, 
but Commissioner Watehorn will not 
be satisfied until til** immigration au­ 
thorities at New York have full control 
of the situation from the moment the 
immigrant is turned over to the trans­ 
porting road until he reaches his des­ 
tination. 
The immigrant terminals are to be 
erected at once, and some of the roads 
have already drawn plans for these 
structures. 
They will cost collectively 
more than J?I,OOO,OOO. 
The roads doing 
the largest business with the govern­ 
ment are the Pennsylvania, th** New 
York Central, 
the Lackawanna, 
th*' 
New Jersey Central and the Baltimore 
ami Ohio. 
The Pennsylvania and the 
system s connecting with its main line 
get the bulk of immigrants, burans* 
fully 70 per cent of the immigrants set­ 
tle in western towns or cities. 
Tho 
Lackawanna carries that portion which, 
by natural trend, settles In coni mining 
towns. 
The Baltimore and Ohio, with 
its branch systems through the hard 
coal territory, carries thousands into 
that region, and for all of the roads in 
forested th** carrying of the Immigrant 
is a profitable business. 
The Baltimore and Ohio, the Lacka­ 
wanna and the New Jersey Central will 
build their terminals on the Jersey sill** 
of tilt* bay. 
The Pennsylvania com­ 
pany bas revise*! the plans for its big 
terminal on the upper west side of 
Manhattan to allow a largo space for 
a separate Immigrant station connect­ 
ing directly with tracks over which 
only the immigrant trains will run out 
There ar** to be several mort? trains put 
on an d a change of schedule made by 
all the roads when the n e w te rm in a ls 
are constructed. 
Some of th e roads 
hope to h a v e their te rm in a ls built and 
iii operation in the fall. 
Each of the 
stru ctu re s is to h a v e ev ery fo rm of con­ 
venience for tile immigrant.
